T he Porter family consisted of 
Charles Porter, his wife and her 
mother, 
Mrs.

a nd tw o children, Leland, 14 years 
old, and A nna , 6 years old. 
1 had 
w ork e d for them since the W orld's 
fair. 
T w o years ago 2vlrs. IT^rter said 
to me, ‘T k now how we could fix 
things for ourselves if you were 
not a Catholic and to confess.” 
‘‘T o this Miss Dion replied tha t 
she did not have to confess. 
T he n 
she said that Mrs. P orter proposed 
poisoning her husband for his in- 
surance of $i,oo('). 
T he Dion girl 
} suggested that she get a 
divorce 
from her husband, if she wished to 
ge t 
rid 
of 
him, 
but 
the 
wife 
a nsw e re d that he 
always treated 
her k indly and that there were no 
ground s for 
t ha t ; 
besides, 
thev 
w ould get 
no 
insurance if thev 
w ere divorced .” 
T he n iMrs. P orter told Miss Dion 
tha t if she would help in the poi­ 
soning she would give her $50. 
“ I 
did not realize the enorm ity of the 
crime, and so consented. F or a long 
time Mrs. Porter had been putting 
into her Inisband’s coffee a w hite 
pow d er, which she said was to tak e 
the meanness out of hi m . ” 
W he n this poison had been used 
up ]Mrs. P orte r bought ily pa|)er 
a nd had Miss D ion boil it, strain it 
a nd then put a teaspoonful in the 
coffee each m orning. 
This made 
him very sick and caused him to 
vom it most 
of 
the 
time. 
IMrs. 
P orte r also put the juice of pok e 
ferns into the cotfee, until this was 
discovered. 
]Mr. P orter several times said he 
believed they were try ing to poison 
him, but they told him tliat his i m ­ 
agination was troubled. Once Mrs. 
P orte r had Carrie to d am pen the 
bed clothing so that her husband 
w ould catch cold, and w hen this 
failed to affect him they w r ung tlie 
clothing, quilts and blank ets in hot 
w a te r a nd hung them out so that 
the w inte r w ind dried them on tlie 
outside, while inside 
they 
were 
frosted. 
IMr. 
Ihirter 
complained 
bitterly and caught cold, but did 
not k now from w ha t source. 
Carrie irupiired of ]Mrs. Porter 
w hv she did not give him arsenic or 
some poison and k ill him cjuick ly, 
but she replied that slie was too 
sm a rt 
for 
that. 
W he n 
the end 
came, on D ecember 24, and the 
doctor announced death from pa ­ 
ralysis, Mrs. P orter seemed greatly 
elated. 
This, in brief, is the story iSliss 
D ion tells. 
She seems to feel her 
ow n guilt, anti says her conscience 
drives her to m ak e the revelation. 
She is held in the county jail as an 
accomplice 
in 
the 
crime. 
Mrs. 
P orte r says she is a silly, simple 
girl, who has been drilled in the 
story. 
T he evidence, liowever,was 
sufficiently d a m a ging to cause the 
gr a nd jury to indict Airs Porter, 
and the state’s attorney says all the 
charges can be proved. 
A special 
jury IS now being sought to try the 
case before J ud ge Gest this week . 
So far, out of several venires, the 
twelve unprejudiced men have not 
been found.
